an unthinking Mob by Mifreprefentations calculated 
only to deceive. 

Thrre is fomething fo invidious in the unnatural 
Infinuation of a neighbouring Nation enjoying more Li- 
berry of the Stage and Prefs than our own, that it 
would demand fevere Notice, were not the Untruth 
tco notorious for Confutation: The greateft modern 
French Poet being continually perp'exed for innocent, 
genteel Satire; and their Prefs has been larely limired 
to fuch marrow Bounds as are fcarcely fufhciene for 
Clafficks and Devotion :— While here, no Dramatick 
Writer faffers Punifhment, the Prefs is left open tor 
their Appeals, and even tor their Reproacher —— 
A Britib Heart, one would think fufficient to baniſh 
any Inclination to prefer the arbitrary Governmeni of 
France to what we enjoy. — To compliment that 
Nation at our own Expence, may fhew a Gentleman's 
Difpleafure with bis Country; bat while we enjoy our 
prefent happy Cenflituion, he who openly prefers 
French Fetters co the Liberty of Britain, will only prove 
himfelf unworthy the Bieflings of a Free, Proteflapt 
Goveramenr.
